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i ICcording to the mutuall correſpondence 
SE Dy :long time held betweene ns, underſtand- 
FH 4a Eaj{-ing by your laſt expreſle of the, 20. of 
_ October, the old ſtile, of the affaires of 
afza tngland, I found my felfe ingaged to 
——=— nake youa retribution , by acquainting 
you with the laſt paſſages here. 1 beleeve thar 1t is not 
unknowne to.you, that there hath been: open, hoſtility . 
between the King of Denmark and the State, which yet 
continuing 1n full heat and violence, all the diſcourſefor 
ſome weeks paſt here , hath beene of a ſtrange and new 
appointed Navie, which the King hath becn all this laſt 
Summer a rigging 19 all the conſiderable ports of the bal-

ere having daily aviſoes from ſea oftheir proceedings, 
and by.their online and continuall wreſtling with mili- 

ary dangers,inur*d ro a Care of their fafeciet tes ent an 

epreſſe to thar famous Yaz Trump their Admirall{being 

1th his fleet of. 60. faile. of goodand valiantfhips not 
far from the coaſt of Zzland) to intimate the approach- 
ing of the Daniſh Armado , charging him to wait dili- 
gently on thoſe unwelcome gueſts, and foro watch their 
movings : that if he faw occation, he might bid them to 
a otout] entertainment : for whatſoever were their pre- 
tentions,or whitherſoever they were bound, it was cauſe 
and quarrel enoughto give him bartell, being profett c- 
nemies to that State. Yan. Trump having. received that 


by alight Catch,thar ſcoyted our toſea-ward,that there 
was mighty and apendiaus fl 


them, by the dire gf chi: inch, har the winde ar 
ecplng being ſamething eint,and not tient ro rrim 
the ſriles of his greater ſhips, his Admirall and fome 0= 
ther of his fleer,, 'being vefſils of rwelye hundred and a 
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thouſand tun, was forc'd to laver abont, till inthenighr 
the winde ccinming about, and plowing a Kitts ga's in 
nis ſtern, he ſpoond before the waves, and by-thatit- was 
clear day light, ours, had:aview of the Daniſh Armado, 
who failed on, as if they had notice, intended to fall o- 
ver for the North coaſt of England), then to trouble the 
Coaſt of Holland. Bur on the deſcriallof our Fleet, withe 
out delay they-preparedfor fight, their Admirall Erfurt 
dividing his navie into three {quadrons,two wings him- 
ſelf in the middle with his maſters Royall ſhips,making 
as it were the body of his battell. Fan Tramp came on 
almoſt in the ſelf (ame forme, onely bis wings keep 
cloſer to the-maine of. his Armado:,and ſo with tearfull 
ſhouts on both ſides, the Danes: as is their cuſtome, 
drinking largecarrowces. to.make them. more couragt- 
ous, they (ent loud meſlages. of death to cach other, by 
thoſe fatall imbaſſadors,their great Ordinance, the Con» 
ſtables, of our ſhips being far- more experienc't market+ 
men thantheDaniſh guaners,none. of thoſe fire-balswere 
fentin rain,but wenteither through &throngh the fides 
of their veſſzls,or light upon their maſts, ſplitting them, 
and ſhearing alunder their taeklings , our light and 
nimble (hips turning dexterouſly about, ſaluteing them 
with-two- broad ſides and finking fome-fix of the right 
wing, the-reſ{t ſhockt up to their Admirall, Who was 
not uamindefall neither, of his honour., nor- to10wade 
our- navy, upon which hee {ent out not. in vaine:, his 
great Artilery, which ſcemed: to change the ſea intoa 
fame, atlaſt finding our Ordnance' from; our: vice Ad+ 
mirall Hans Hiew the ſon ot that Peere Hiem that took: 
in 29-the- Spanilh plate-fizete in the Fawes, togall him 
ſikrowdly twixt his deck: , truſting to the multitude of 
his men , they being now within halfe musket- ſhoot 
hee ran his ſword with much violence upon his _ 
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and grapling after a Wd two, his ſhipto that of 
Hans Hiem, he laid him abord with ſome kindred of his 

reſoluteſt Souldiers When ſuddenly the murderersfrom 
the great Cabb ne going off, and fire beiog given tothe 
train under the falſe Decks,up flew thoſe Danes into the 
airediſmembred and others by the Admirall being ciapt 
on their roomes , were with the Murderersfrom the 
Cooke-roome ſtraight clearedtheDccks,and lent thoſe 
Danes to drinke an everlaſting health with their com - 
panions. The Admirall p:reziving that there was likely- 
hood of taking that ſtraitſhip, deſerted her, and took a- 
bourto the aid of his right wing, which under command 
cf the Duke of Holfieta was undertaken by. Van Trump 
himſelf, who like a right Neptune, as if he only would 
be Lord of choſe waters, beſtirs himſelf among theDanes 
powring into their boſomes ſhowres of lead like haile- 
ftones, and throwing: over pots of wilde fire and hard 
Granado's.into their quarters and tacklings, You might 
bave in an-inſtant ſeen as it were a fiery contention for 
Priority between thoſe two oppoſite Elements, fire and 
water, the burning ſhips , as 1t were ſtriving to ſet fire 
upon the roomes: Which in ſcorne to be vanquiſhed in 
their proper dwellings, as the:veſſels ſhould have ſuff-- 
reda double death; ihſnmated intotheir holds, and fink- 
ingthemiextinguiſhed' the audacions:flames; the ſame 
ſaips.at one inſtant (ſtrange yer true) being burned and 
drowned, Yan Trumpe boarding the Duke of Holſtein, 
was twice repulſed, rather. by multitude then valour; 

thoſe Bacon-eating Danes wiſhingthemlclves at home: 
again carowſing ſtrong waters;'On the ſudden; wereſent, 
to their long home, where they had pleity of liquorg| 
d&ſtiny ſeeming to be courteous to them in affourding 
them plenty of that in-their deaths which they had {o/ 


_ foted on in their lives, Hans Hicm with the Rere-Ad- 


mirall 
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mjrall and his {quadron, in the interim falling in upon 
Erfurts left wing, which conſiſted of Lubeck mariners, 
they inſtantly cryed out for quarter, yeclding themſelves 
wirhour ſtriking one ſtroak , with their luggiſh ſhipss 
to the number of ſix and thirty, a large third of the 


Fleer, with which cowardly treachery of theirs, 
Erfurt amazed ayd diſcouraged would have provided 


for bis ſafety by flight; but he was as well ſurrounded 
with enemies as waves, and. therefore impoſlibilitated 
of his purpoſe, [ike a valiant ſouldier reſolves to fight it 
out, and ſet his life at as dear rate as poſltole,rather then 
betray the truit repoſed in him by his King, by betray- 
ing the {hips Royal into the hands of his enemies,cheer- 
fully therefore and ſuddenly he made upon Van Trump 
charging his Urdnance great and {mall; you might have 
ſeen there all the horrours incident to mortality, men 
| leaping there from one to another, death, fire, water; 
and (word, and all the Elements and Engines of deſtru- 
Qion contriving their ruine,At laſt, by the ſingular skill 
and directions of Van Tramp, and the va!lour of Hiens 
and others, moſt of the Fleet that before threatened the 
Seas was ſunk or taken, The Duke of Holſtein ſceing us 
go to wrack , as Hiem informed), being in a good and 
ſtrong ({hip,valiantly cut. his. paſſage through our Fleet, 
and etcaped old Erfart, after hee and hisfouldiers had 
ſhewed as much valour as ever was expreſſed, that Na- 
tion beholding his ſhip boarded, onall ſides ready to 
be taken, and himſelf led into captivity, more deſperat- 
ly chen Chriſttanly getting down into the Gun roome, 
gave fire to theſe v«ſels of powder which were there; 
he blew himſelf, ſouldiers and enemies that were then 
aboard, with his ſhip into pieces; that old Commander 
like 45ax ,diſdaining that any ſhould conquer him but 
himſelf, after which, the reſt of the ſhips crying outfor 
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yore , were EN 6 the poſſeſſion of 'Van 

rump, who now hada competent viftory, Ot all thar 
xeat Fleet not one ecaped that I can hear of butthe 

ake of Holftcin, there being thirty ſix ſunk and rorn 
apleces in the fight, and ſome lixty taken and made prize 
of, we having not loſt above threc ſhips , and thoſe not 
very.configerable, and not-above three hundred men, 
they foure thonkand , there being of marinersand ſoul- 
diers between fix and ſeven thouſand priſoners. This is 
the tryz relation of that great and fearfull battell, then 
which hath not been fought amor econſiderable one to 
this State, The King of Denmark by this meanes being 
deprived of all his maritime forces; and if they were in- 
tended for England,they were happily diverted thence-
